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Commissioners’  Report. 


To  the  Hon.  Davis  H.  Waite,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Colorado ; 


Sir  Under  our  official  duty  as  defined  by  law,  we 
lierewitli  submit  for  your  consideration  the  Eigiith  Bi- 
ennial Report  of  the  Colorado  State  Insane  Asylum,  the 
same  being  for  the  bi-ennial  period  ending  November  30, 
1894.  To  our  report  is  appended  the  reports  of  the  Su- 
perintendent, Steward  and  Matron,  which  set  out  in  de- 
tail the  work  of  the  As\dum  for  the  years  1893  and  1894, 
with  statements  of  ex[)enditures  and  disbursements  for 
its  support  and  maintenance,  and  its  needs  for  the  en- 
suing two  years. 


It  is  with  satisfaction  that  we  are  able  to  report  that 
the  Institution  under  our  charge  has  been  free  from  mis- 
haps and  disastei's  of  all  kinds  during  the  two  years,  and 
that  the  general  health  of  tlie  inmates  has  been  good. 

The  number  of  inmates  has  increased  in  spite  of 
deaths  naturally  occurring,  and  discharge  of  those  re- 
covered. We  have  made  every  effort  in  our  power,  con- 
sistent with  the  capacity  of  our  buildings  and  appropria- 
tions made  by  the  legislature,  to  care  for  all  the  insane 
of  the  State. 


At  the  session  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1893  an 
appropriation  of  §25,000  was  made  for  the  erection  of  a 
cottage  for  males.  Immediatel}'  after  the  approval  of 
the  bill,  we  had  full,  complete  and  minute  plans  drawn 
for  the  erection  of  such  a building  as  was  required  by

the  Act.  On  May  5tli  bids  were  advertised  for,  and  on 
June  15th  from  the  several  bids  that  were  received,  those 
of  0.  E.  Caffery  for  stone  and  brick  work,  Frank  Taylor 
for  carpenter  work  and  roofing,  F.  M.  Reese  for  plaster- 
ing, T.  J.  Morgan  & Co.  for  plumbing  and  iron  work, 
and  that  of  Florman  & Co.  for  painting,  were  selected  as 
the  best  and  the  lowest,  and  the  contracts  duly  let  to 
them. 

The  contractors  immediately  commenced  work,  and 
faithfully  continued  same  until  there  was  no  mone}'  in 
the  treasuiy  to  meet  the  expenses  incurred  ; the  Auditor 
of  State  having  ruled  that  he  could  not  lawfull}'  issue 
warrants  when  there  was  no  money  in  the  treasurv 
wherewith  to  meet  them,  the  work  necessaiily  came  to  a 
standstill  for  want  of  funds. 

The  attention  of  your  Excellency  is  called  to  the 
fact  that  a point  has  been  reached  in  regard  to  the  in- 
sane of  this  State  when,  if  the  Legislature  fails  to  make 
provision  for  their  care  and  su|)port,  disastrous  results 
must  necessarily  ensue. 

The  attention  of  your  Excellency  is  also  called  to 
the  fact  that  the  cost  of  maintaining  and  running  the 
Asylum  has  been  considerably  reduced  during  the  past 
year  without  detriment  to  its  interests,  whicli  fact  is  con- 
clusive as  to  the  careful  and  economic  management  of 
those  in  charge. 

The  propert}'  of  the  State  here  is  insured  for  $165,- 
OUO.OU  ; as  the  policies  will  all  expire  December  1st,  1894, 
we  respectfully  ask  an  appropriation  of  $5,000.00  to  en- 
able us  to  I'enew  and  increase  the  insurance. 

The  Board  would  respectfully  call  attention  to  the 
several  recommendations  made  by  the  Superintendent, 
and  cordially  endorse  the  same. 

In  closing  this  report  we  deem  it  proper  to  say  that 
to  the  skill  and  ability  displayed  by  the  Physician  in 
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charge  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  and  to  the  effi- 
ciency of  his  subordinates,  this  Institution  owes  its  use- 


fulness and  success.

Superintendent’s  Report. 


To  the  Commissio7iers  of  the  Colorado  State  Insane  Asylum: 

Gentlemen  : — In  compliance  with  the  statutes  I 
have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  the  following  report 
of  this  asylum  for  the  bi-ennial  period  ending  November 
30th,  1894,  to  be  transmitted  with  your  report  to  the 
General  Assembly.  The  financial  statement  of  expendi- 
tures and  the  medical  statistics,  as  well  as  the  report  of 
the  steward,  are  appended  in  tabulated  form.  The  more 
essential  points  in  the  statistical  tables,  together  with  the 
requirements,  and  recommendations  for  the  ensuing  two 
years  are  summarized  as  follows  ; 

There  were  remaining  in  Asylum  at  date  of  last 
bi-ennial  report  194  males  and  102  females;  total,  290. 

There  were  admitted  during  the  last  two  years  200 
men  and  108  women  ; total,  314. 

There  were  treated  in  the  Asylum  during  the  last 
two  years  400  males  and  210  females  ; total,  010. 

There  were  discharged  during  the  two  years,  includ- 
ing deaths  and  elopements,  109  males  and  75  females; 
total,  244. 

There  were  dischai'ged  recovered  during  the  two 
years  99  males  and  42  females  ; total,  141. 

There  were  discharged  improved  during  the  two 
years  17  males  and  8 females;  total,  25. 

There  died  during  the  two  years  44  males  and  25 
females ; total,  09. 

There  eloped  during  the  two  years  9 males. 
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Remaining  in  Asylum  November  30tli,  1894,  231 
males  and  135  females  ; total,  386. 

Capacity  of  Asylum,  361. 

Number  of  vacancies,  none. 

Although  the  mortality  has  been  considerable,  the 
general  health  has  been  good  ; with  the  exception  of  a 
number  of  cases  of  gripj>e  during  the  past  winter,  which 
}>roved  fatal  in  two  cases  of  infirm  patients,  we  have 
been  exempt  from  epidemic  diseases.  Nine  deaths  were 
due  to  epilepsy,  ten  to  paralysis,  and  eight  to  old  age, 
and  the  greater  part  of  the  remainder  to  diseases  of  an 
incurable  nature. 

As  a great  number  of  our  patients  have  been  in  the 
Asylum  for  years,  and  are  considered  incurable : In 

computing  the  percentage  of  recoveries  we  follow  the 
})lan  commonly  adopted  and  base  the  computation  on 
the  number  of  admissions,  during  the  hi-ennial  period  ; 
on  this  basis  the  percentage  of  recoveries  was  forty-four 
and  nine-tenths  per  cent. 

There  have  been  no  casualties,  and  it  is  a matter  of 
congratulation  that  when  there  are  so  many  suicidal 
cases  received,  none  have  effected  their  purpose. 

The  per  diem  cost  per  capita  for  1893,  exclusive  of 
improvements  and  repairs,  was  45  9-10  cents;  inclus- 
ive of  improvements  and  repairs  it  was  49  1-3  cents; 
and  for  1894,  exclusive  of  improvements  and  repairs, 
it  was  40  cents;  inclusive  it  was  43  2-5  cents. 

Our  im{)rovements  and  repairs  during  the  hi-ennial 
period  have  amounted  to  considerable.  The  minor  re- 
jiairs  to  the  buildings  have  been  continued  as  required  ; 
within  doors  constant  work  is  demanded  through  in- 
creased wear  and  tear  occasioned  by  excessive  numbers 
of  the  insane;  the  permanent  and  more  important  im- 
])rovements  and  repairs  made  liave  been  as  follows  : A 

ventilator  at  the  female  department,  replacing  of  metal- 
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lie  roof  on  east  wing  of  male  department,  the  taking  up 
and  replacing  with  new  of  three  hundred  feet  of  old 
water  sup|)ly  pipe  whic-h  had  rusted  out,  and  putting  in 
two  new  fire  hydrants,  and  adding  twelve  hundred  feet 
of  rubber  hose  for  use  in  case  of  tire. 

Repairs  on  the  foundation  of  the  east  wing  of  the 
mail  department,  and  repairs  to  and  resetting  of  boilers 
at  male  department. 

During  the  two  yeai's  much  work  has  been  done 
upon  the  grounds  by  the  voluntaiw  aid  of  patients,  secur- 
ing to  themselves  hy  this  means  increased  physical 
health  and  mental  impi'ovement,  as  well  as  beautifying 
and  {)rotecting  the  Asylum  property  and  increasing  its 
value;  additional  ground  has  been  brought  under  culti- 
vation in  this  manner,  trees  have  been  set  and  fences  re- 
paired, iriigating  ditches  cleaned  and  repaired.  A large 
number  of  patients  have  found  beneheial  employment 
in  excavating  and  grading  the  grounds.  We  estimate 
that  over  20,000  yards  of  earth  has  been  moved  by  them 
in  grading  and  in  the  construction  of  drives  and  road- 
ways about  the  premises. 

The  new  cottage  building  for  males,  and  for  which 
the  General  Assembly'  of  1893  appropriated  ^25,000,  has 
not  been  completed  by  reason  of  lack  of  funds  to  carrv 
on  the  work;  the  building  is  under  roof  and  remains 
unfinished.  The  room  it  would  afford  completed,  is 
very  much  needed.  The  architect  estimates  that  to  com- 
plete it  will  cost  §9,120.00. 

In  view  of  the  great  inciease  in  the  numberof*in- 
sane  in  the  State,  owing  to  the  shipment  of  many  cases 
from  abroad  to  Colorado,  and  to  the  financial  stringenev 
which  has  spread  over  the  entire  country',  considerable 
additions  to  the  present  ca(>acitv  of  the  Asylum  huild- 
ings  are  ahsoluteh'  necessary'.  Many'  insane  patients  are 
now  confined  in  jails  and  almshouses  of  the  various 
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counties  of  the  State,  in  most  cases  in  places  totally  unfit 
foi-  the  })ur|)ose,  and  receiving  little  or  no  proper  care 
and  treatment.  This  unfortunate  condition  of  affairs  has 
been  commented  upon  by  the  press  of  the  State,  and 
discussed  at  the  meetings  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities 
and  Corrections,  the  management  of  the  Asylum  being 
in  some  instances  unfairly  censured  because  no  more 
patients  could  be  received  i:;  buildings  already  filled  to 
overflowing.  Under  these  circumstances,  and  in  order 
that  adecpiate  accommodations  ma}"  be  furnisbed  to  sup- 
ply the  present  needs  of  the  institution,  I would  res[)ect- 
fully  recommend  that  the  coming  General  Assembly  be 
requested  to  make  tbe  following  a[)pro[)riations : 


To  complete  cottage  for  males S 9,120  00 

To  build  a new  wing  to  female  department 62,700  00 

For  building  boiler  house,  smokestack  and  for  one 
boiler  and  connections,  complete,  female  de- 
partment  11,300  00 

For  a new  boiler  and  annex  to  old  boiler  house, 

male  department,  and  raising  smoke  stack.  4,500  00 
Estimate  for  stable,  complete 8,700  00 


MAINTENANCE. 

The  financial  statement  for  1804  is  very  gratifying, 
showing  a reduction  in  the  per  capita  cost.  Heretofore, 
in  addition  to  the  1-5  mill  tax  for  maintenance,  we  have 
had  an  appropriation  of  $10,000  a year  for  that  purpose. 
On  account  of  the  lack  of  funds  in  the  treasury  we  have 
Itecn  deprived  of  this  sum  for  1894,  and  we  are  in  debt 
that  amount  for  supplies.  If  this  sum  is  not  paid  to  us, 
which  I am  infonned  it  will  not  be,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  have  a re-appropriation  of  a like  amount  for  our  in- 
debtedness for  1894,  and  an  appropriation  of  $10,000  for 
1895  and  $10,000  for  189G,  as  our  numbers  will  increase 
as  soon  as  there  is  additional  room  ; this  is,  without 
doubt,  a modest  sum. 
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I desire  to  reinuid  vou  of  the  fact  tliat  the  necessity 
for  addition  to  our  heating  capacity  is  imperative.  In 
our  last  biennial  report  an  ap{troin'iation  for  additional 
room  to  our  boilei'  house  and  for  a new  hoilei’  was  asked 
for,  hut  no  iippro[)rialion  was  made.  It  we  are  ex|)ected 
to  [)ro[)erly  care  for  the  unfortunates  entmsted  to  our  care, 
these  demands  will  liave  to  he  su[)plied.  A plan  for  the 
extension,  and  an  estimate  of  its  cost,  has  been  prepared 
by  the  architect,  the  ex[)onse  of  which  ap[>ears  in  our  col- 
umn of  wants. 

STABLE. 

As  we  have  never  had  an  ap[>ropriation  for  a stable, 
and  as  the  old  barn  we  use  is  not  only  hadlv  located  but 
unsightly  and  unsanitary,  and  as  much  additional  room 
is  required  to  accommodate  our  increased  live  stock,  it 
will  he  economy  to  demolish  the  old  affair  and  build  ac- 
cording to  our  requirements  in  the  proper  location. 

FARM  AND  GARDEN. 

The  past  two  years  have  been  unfavorable  for  crops 
here.  We  have  suffered  from  fioods  and  hail  both 
seasons  to  such  a degree  as  to  very  matei'ially  decrease 
our  usual  bountiful  supi)ly  of  vegetables,  wliich  has  been 
a great  deprivation.  The  dairy  has  proved  very  profit- 
al)le,  the  milk  furnished  having  been  sufficient  for  the 
use  of  the  institution. 

In  conclusion,  I am  pleased  to  expie.ss  to  you  my 
most  hearty  thanks  for  the  judicious  counsel  and  cordial 
support  I have  constantly  received  from  your  Board. 
Also  to  expi'ess  to  my  assistants  in  the  various  depart- 
ments my  appreciation  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
their  duties.
